Pill. True Novilitsloueth glozp , abiect Mobility loneth 
wealth : true Nobilitit ſcoꝛneth that foztune that is vnaccom- 
panied with U:rtus, and ſeeketh out that danger which is at⸗ 
tended by Honour: ſhe doſircth not to ſme but to be Noble, 
and rather to be a Lion amongſt Hartes, then to be a Bart a- 
mongſt Lions, 

ö Nobilitie conſiſtech not in titles bozowedfrom our p2oge- 
+ Hnitszs, but is extinguiſhed in him that onely hath wit to kep 
mon, and no hart to win Vonoz : it is a title to a god man of 
= Feat extellencie, but not to a wicked man of great iniamis. 

To conclude, true Yonour onely leaneth to this, to de-

Swearing bz&veth hatefulneſſs to all honeſt eares, Coue⸗ 
tonſneſſe extoꝛteth both of Pꝛince and Douldier, Pꝛide bzin- 
geth with it viſoain : and Cato being Cenſurer to make choice 
ofa Generalliathe Panonian warres , openly diſgraced and 
diſmiſſed Publius, becauſe he had (zene him walke the reetes

cepts, but if is to be taught by time, not to be compzehended 
but by continual pzactile, it is bought with gray haires, gria⸗ 
uous wormdes,au1d great daungers: Jf J be not therefoze de⸗ 
ceiued, he that ſhould commannd, hould firſt learne to obey, 
aud he ought to be a mn of tride and knowne Experience, 
that oald haue ſo many mens lines depending on his ſ kill.

Dnely the knowledge of the Art Military, the older it is 
wozne out with yeares, the yonger it waxeth, and the farther 
off to be attained and compꝛebended. 

The want then of this Experience, b;&deth the want of 
courage, when the ſuddainneſſe of peril is moze terrible then 
the daunger it ſelfe, and by how much it happeneth to a mul- 
tifude,by ſo much the matter ſa mes moze delperate:foz when 
their mindes are once poll: Ted with leare, there is no place 
left loꝛ confidence , but turning all their hopes into doubtes, 
they ſurrender themſelues without conſideration, not whither 
aduiſe and counſaile ſhould dire them, but whither their di⸗ 
ftracted foztunes wil conduct them. 

Thus Janozance begette th feare, feare engendzeth doubt, 
doubt leadeth to deſperation , and deſperation bzingeth to de⸗ 
ſtruction. 

But it is Experience that eonflrmeth mens minds in the 
vertus of Valiance, maketh them to be reſolute , and truly 


Occaſions themſelues do rather giue connſailes fo men, 
then men to occaſibs,when occaſſions many times wil affwzd 
moze helpe in warre, then Uertne, but it is Experience that 
mult take oppoztunitie when occaſion doth offer, 

And Reaſon it ſelfe muff many times giue place to netel⸗ 
ſitie (eſpecially in matters of warre)in that it ſelvome ſuffereth 
a man to make choyce ot time: Againe, the fitneſſe of place is 
to be conſidered, which many times yeldeth moze aduantage 
then the vertue of Fozce, but ſlil it is Experience that muR 
diſcerne ofalfogether, | 

Do that we may wel conclude Experience fo be the fir ff, 
the ſecond , and the third meane whereby to obtaine in warre, 

Pill. O how many Turft-Maffita Captaines haus we 
in theſe dayes, that perhaps haue made a Caales Woyage, 03 
haue bene a moneth oz two in the lowe Countries, oz in Ire» 
land, oꝝ haue had the conducting of Souldiers to the waters 
fide, oz hach bene a trainer oʒ a Pulter-maiſter (as they call 
him) in che hire: pet if they had but lcarned to double their 
ranckes on the right hand, and ſometimes to runnt away = 2 
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the left, and can ſpeake a little of the newe Diſcipline, 
they will diſcourſe ot greater cxploptes then euer was pers 
fozmed befoze Troy, 

They will ſpeake of conducting of Armi-s : hows fo 
imbattell them, when to (hake cf ſkirmiſhe , howe to 
fight with aduantage, where to implope hezſe men, when 
the ſhotte (hall gine theire vollpes, how to incounter with 
the puſh at the pike,when it is time to charge, when to retyze: 
rou ſh all heare them fight a field aud giue an ouer-th;zowe,and 
all by imagination, 

Pou ſhall heare thoſe ſometimes that will ingrofſe ths 
actions of a whole Armie, and will attribute ſo much to their 
owne value, that it were a hard matter to beleeue them withs 
oat a ſtedfaſt faith. 

Vith theſe toycs they haue decciued men of reaſona⸗ 
ble wit, though of little vnderſtandng : and ſometimes 
when they haue hit into the pꝛeſente of ſome Nobleman that 
was ignozant of martial matters, they haue ſo amazed his ſens 
ces with theſe errogating erplycations, that his ſuper excee- 
ding courage, ſhall not oncly be admyzed and wondzed at, 
but his martiall ſkill and Experience, ſhall be ratified and 
commended by Nobility it ſelfe, | 

It is enough fo2 him that can but robbe a painted cloath 
of a hiſtozie, a boke of a diſcourſe , a fale of a faſhion , if 
der can ſweare Sblood and Sownes , take a pipe of Ta- 
bacco, and bzing my Ladies letter tomy Lozd, it is Ex- 
perience enough, and he ſhall be pzefererd befoze another that 
hath ſerued twenty yeares in the Campe.

And it is flrange fo ſe how many water caſting 
Phiſitians hath taken vpon them to lone into the diſeaſed e · 
fate ol that Realme of Ireland, and how they haue pzetended 
not onely to knowe the nature ofthe ſickneſſe it ſelle, that doth 
oppꝛeſſe it but alſo from whence the cauſe hath had pzoceeding, 
and how it might be cured, 

And he that hath bene in Ireland, and but of one months 
continuance in the Countrey , would ſet downe pzecepts of

But plat what,and how they could, the Jriſh haue from

knows, no2 make him pꝛiup fo their demſes, and pct would 
ſay, they durſt vadertake to haue rc{ozmed Ireland with the.

And naw to ſpeake alittle of that A diante fo imputed to 
the Iriſh, when doe they ſhew it, oz where doe they perfozms 
it bat in a Bogge: in a pate, oꝛ in ſome other ground of aduars 
tage, where they are ſure our hoꝛlemen ſhal neithcr charge na 
chacs them, and where. il our ſotmen doe pꝛeſſe them with gas 
condact, they can retire themlelnes by their falf ſwtemanthip 


This is it that maketh them hardy, but vpyon an equall 
ground that yeeldeth no other aduantage then the vertue ans 
baliance of hun that doch commanunde , and twhere hozlemen 
and ſa emen may doe their indeuoꝛs and be bzought to ſerus, 
he Irith are as timerous 3 — 
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a people in any place tohtre I haue bene, that will ſ@ner fruft 
to their heeles then they. 

Pill. It map be the Jriſh are the moze ready io runne, 
knowing their owne derteritie and abilitie to perfozme it: but 
let vs leaue Ireland , and ſpeake of V aliance trulp what it is, 
as we haus alreadie done with luſtice, Experience, and Poli- 
cie, and tow it is oz may bg behcuc ſui foz a Ocncrall 03 
Captaine. 

Skill, Valiance is a vertue without the Which cur lines 
are of {mall value, but the ſanic betng de ſlitute of luſlice, is 
hurtfull to the god: Jf emp rance doe not moderate hir, ſhe 
wul turye into rage, and being not gurded byFxperience and 
FSlcill, wil labour out of reaſon, 

Pill. Some will not hold him fo be Tlaliant, that is not 
fo venterous, and they wil acccant of him to be but a daſtard, 
that is not deſperate, 

Skil. True Valiance (inded)is many times counterſeited, 
ſometimes fozfeare of puniſhment , ſometimes vpon wzath, 
ſomctimes vpon ignvzance not ſoꝛtſc ing perrill, wil runne en 
as a blind man in a daungerovus paſlage. 

Ariſtotle would in no wiſc admit that Diomides ſheuld be 
accounted either Ualiant o2 wile, foz that when the Greckes 
were put to flight, he remained alone, and acucntured him⸗ 
ſelfe againſt the Fozce of Hector, which he did rather to ſake 
the vaine pꝛaiſe ol the people, becauſe hc weuld not be actoun⸗ 
ted a runne awap, then fo: thc true and ſoueraigne god, where⸗ 
in conſiſteth the end of vertne, 

Che like her iudged of Hector himſelſe, who many times 
beholding bis wife and other women vppon the wallcs of 
Troy, would moze boidly and couragiouſly aducniure hints 
ſelfe, rather fearing ſome bzute thoſe women might haue rai⸗ 
ſed ſounding to his diſhononr, then other wiſe he did reſpec ths 
Juttice of his cauſe oꝛ the gencrall god ol the City ſo dillrefiey 
bythe Greekes, 

ere is nowa matter woxthy the noting, that Ariſta. 
tle being but a Heathen, would not admitte of this vaing 
oſtentation, and as he had not the true knen lebge of ons 
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bs could not loke into the ſoueraigntie of vertue with a right 
reſpect: foz thoſe great Philoſophers,that were accounted the 
wiſe men ofthe wozite , who onely butfozthe winde ofthe 
wozld,could deſpiſe and tontt mre the vanities ofthe wozlbe, 
thcy that could weepe when they were bene laugh when they 
tied, and all that thcy might appeare to be conſtant, but to 
wham, euen to this vnconſlant wozld, 

How foz thoſe that are better inftruced in the knowledge er 
God, they are to aime their actions at an other mark,they muſt 
loke aſter the ſubſtance & not after the ſhadow , they map wel 
conſider that true chꝛiſtian valiance neuer oppoſcth it (elf with- 
out the feare of God, it neuer fighteth fo2 Vaine glozy, noz gre» 
die deſire, but foz equity and iuſtice, 402 the tdmen 8 generall 
god :it neuer azucntureth raſhly oꝛ vnaduiſedip ag inſt traſd, 
but with iudgement x deepe fozeſight;foz courage without cons 
ſcience, is lle the Phariſes laſt, and he that wil fight delperatlx 
without Experience, may wel be called an angrie tole , but 
ncucr a valiant fwle, 

Pill. I neuer heard a fole reputed fo be valiant, a pet I haue 
knolone ſome not greatly ouerburthened with wit, that were 
rach x hardy enough; but J perceiue Þ cucrie bold bapard is not 
valiant, q how that courage which is fo: ward to danger with⸗ 
out iudgement, may rather beare the name oflewd hardincs, 

then of manlineſte. 

Skill, Plutarche maketh the diſtinction , foz heſaieth, 

Hat all valiant men are hardie, but all hardiemen arc not vali⸗ 

ant, as thoſe that wil oppoſe themlſelues into perill, ſometimes 


without iudgement. 
To concluae , he cannot be ſaip.fo be Ualiaunt, that is not 


ſtrengthened by the godneſſe of this cauſe, and foztified agaiue - 


by his owae ſill and knowledge: but he that is thus armed, he 
ſheweth himſe lie reſolute, and without leare in the middeſt of 
the greateſt perriles: yea in the verie daunger of death it ſelle: 
and although he be at any time oppꝛeſſed with an impoſſibility 
ol being victs;ious, pet to ſhunne and eſchew deſperation, he 
betaketh himſelfto patience, which lo mightily defendeth him, 
I with great diſficaltic he may be ouertbe, but neuer hquered, 
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Pill. Patience is but a dzie plaiſter , but it is a tried 
medicine, oz it armeth men to the pzofe againſt al the aſſaults 
of Faztons: and J thinke that courage which at the point of 
death it ſelfe.heweth no difrontentment,no; figne,nc; ſhewe 
ol griefe,may weil be imputed to conſtancy , and why not to 


Skill. Thoſe whome Foztune hath thzowne downe, 
being lpoyled and bereaved ot ſolace and contentment,ifin ex- 
freame deſperation they make light accornt of death, there is 
in them pet a certaine aſſurance of daſtardly Cowardiſe, be- 
cauſe they haſten their dying dap , not ſo much ſoz ſhewing 
--— - as fo; auoyding ofnulerie, as may thus ba 
expzelled, 


In Fortunes high diſgrace, eack wight may death diſdaine, 
But he moſt valiant is, that can in wretched ſtate remaine. 


Pill. By this noty it doth appeare, that although Uali- 
ance be a ſpeciall oznament foz a Captaine , yet it marcheth 
but in the Kereward, pzeferring the other two befoze him as 
moze wozthy, J meane Experience and Policte: and J ſer it is 
not ynough fo; the valiant man, ts doe hat be can, tut be 
mult likewile take herde, that he attempt nothing, but what hs 
ought: and therefoze without Experience, he ſhould runne in 
to many errours , and wanting Policy , hee ſhould likewiſe 
want meanes to execufe: hut J wonder what Muldiers haue 
fo doe with Mercy, which you ſap is required in a Generalle 
Jremember the Germanes will needs haue it confirmed that 
chere axe that nolable ſoles in the od.

fo giue pardon and life? 

Pill. But this is fitter foz Magiſtrates here at hoe, 
and to ſuch as ſhonld receiue the petitions and camplainteꝭ of 
the poꝛe, but what is this to ſouldiers whe they are in the field 
in the pzeſence of their enemies:

bo Eapraine Skill, 
Diomides (though a tyzan)noz Marcus Antonius of the fa; 
nowr he ſhewed to the great King Herod, 

It is a common thing to pardon light and ſmall offences, 
but fo remit faults of great impoztance,belongeth onely to the 
magnificent minde:and as mach impoſſible foz a noble hart to 
be cruell , as it is foz acruell hart to be conragions, 

A mercifull and a milde avthozitie ,bzingeth that fo paſſe, 
which a violent fozce is not able to do: anda gentle infreaty 
is many times of greater cfficacie , then an Jmperious com 
main. 

Mertie doth not only make men moꝛe honeſt, but moze aſſu⸗ 
red:and there is neither Sentinel noꝛ Corpes de Guard, plon⸗ 
ted in every quarter, may be ſo ſale a defence, as the god will 
and loue, that is obt ained by Mercy: fo2 Dquadzous map be 
cazrupted by fozce oz fraude, but this Caſtie is vnpꝛegnable, 
and needeth no other foztification : it carries with it ſuch a 
ſwertneſſe and content, and it dꝛawes after it mens affects 
ons in ſach ſozt, that a kingdome i is better pꝛeſerued by it, tyen 
by an Armie 

Pill. Then we map hane the leſſe nerde of Souldlers 
now at this pzeſent : but yet as we have already ſpoken of the 
Generall himſel'e , and of thoſe things appertainung to his 
place, ſo let vs now ſpeake ſomething of the oꝛdinarie @ouldi-- 
er, and of his reputation, what it is, oꝛ ſhould be. Now if you 
pleaſe Captaine Skill, to make definition ofa @oulbier , and 
dow he ſhould be accompliſhed -, being in that pꝛime and full 
perfection as he ought, J will adventure my lelfe to lay what 
they are,and to what condition they are growne vntonow at 
this pꝛeſent.

Execution cranes hazard, and they that attempt much,

To make a Uictoz tryumph, is to inferre a Conque- 
red: lo be conquered and not dye, is to bis diſgraced and pet 
live ; to conquer and not dye, is to buy Eternitie with 
littie pꝛice. 

Dut of theſe concluſions choſe Ja Souldier, as the Stoicks 
do their Wiſe men, in that ( as they vainly imagine) can no 
wapes erre. 

I knowe him fo be created fo execute honourably, and fo 
be pꝛepared foz death: ſince he lineth ffill marching fozth to 
ſeeke it:to hate ſubiection moze then he feareth death, and ts 
coniecure the honour of his calling,by the conſequence of that 
he vndertaketh. 

Foz what is the effect of a Souldiers life 2 to vndertaks 
the defence of Religion, to fight foz his Pzincs , — 
the hazards of his Countrey , to repuile thole that 
dep2eſle the lame, io pzotect his friends and family, 

It followeth then, that as none but the Ueſtall Uirgins 
were ſuffered to kindle the ſacred fire, neither any other ad- 
mitted to ſacrifice to lupiter,but ſuch as were his Pzieſts,and 
were honoured foz puritie of life: ſo none ſhould be admitted to 


the honour oz title of a @ouldier , except his Conſcience wers

ret weares long lockes, that can ſweare, ſwaſh and ſwagger,

Tye Souldier J define and ſ&ke , muſt accuſtome him- 
ſelle to enquire with the Spratans,not how many the enemies 
be, but where they be. 

Vis lite mull be deuent, his behaniour modeſt, dis diet 
femperate, his moſt hated enemy,ſhamefull flight, is greateſ 
tudy,to learne Agis,that he is bnwozthy to gouerne many, 
that hath not often and ſundzy times fought againſt many. 
Such-in my judgement ſhould Soalviers be, but ſach 
(as Cicero; Dyzatoz)are eaſily defined, but ſeldome found, 

Pill. And where would you (ke fo; hun? what in

Fill, o, I am afraid of my purſe, 
Pill, Will yon then fetch him from Bzidewelle-

Jn times paſt, be that had a Crab-free loke , aſowze 
countenance, and a hard fauoured viſage, they would ſay it 
was a god Souldiers face : Butnow, they do not choſe him 
fo much fo2 his il- lauouted loke , as they do foz his i- ſauou⸗ 
red conditions. 

Bat foꝛ him, that from a Pſalme ofmercy,is made a maine 
kainer of Juſtice, and that is redemed from the whip, to fight- 
foz his P2ince,02 that is but raked vp in the ſfreetes, to vnders 
take fo2 his Countries defence, what policie this is, let ſomes 
— fo2 my little wit is t lender fo coniec⸗ 


Pill, Letmenow ſpeake truly of Souldiers what they 
bs: I chin of all Dccupations they be the men of the bell 
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conſcience, foz they neuer riſe noz fall with the Market, but let 
co2ne be cheape 02 deare,their pay is fill eight pence a day: let 
the dayes be ſhozt o2long, faire oz fowle, hote oz colve, they 
kerpe their pꝛice, eight pence a day,no moze then they had ma⸗ 
ny veares agoe , when they might baue bought most foz the 
eight pence,then they can ds now foz their eighteene, 

Againe, the ouldiersin theſe dayes, do neuer put out 
their money foz vlurie , they neuer purchaſe lands no; linings 
out of their neighbours hands: you hall not finde him in the 
Marchants bokes foz any great ſummes, and yet if it be but 
foz a matter ofa thouſand pounds, a Soulviers wozd is as 
god as his band. 

This honeft demeanure of theirs,doth ſo pziniledge them, 
that after the warres ended , when they returne into their 
Countrey,it is in their owne choyce, whether they will begge 
oz ſteale:it he cannot pꝛocure to be one ofthe Knights of Wm 
ſor, he may eaſily compaſle to be whipt about the ſtreetes at 
Weſtminſter. 

Now ol all Dccupations,J would not wiſh my friendes 
fo bind their ſonnes Appꝛentiſes to the Soldiers trade in theſe 
dayes,and yet the pꝛoleſſion hath bene accounted honourable, 
and it may well retaine the honour ſtill , foz any thing that J 
know:but there is no gaine, noz great commoditie bolonging 
to the Occupation. 

Perhaps yet a nian that hath honeſtly ſerned, at hisre- 
turne home, may get ſome wozthipfall Gentlemans counte- 
nance , 02 a Noble man maynow and then vouchſafe him a 
nodds, 02a fauourable lake ; And it is a godly matter that 
fame,and verpacceptably receined ofmany: but foz my part 
Ahad rather haue a Lambes Partinance, then ſach a Coun - 
kenance : lo the one may ſerue to fil the belly, and foz the other, 
it may well feede a fole , but Jam ſure it will neuer make him 


kat. 

I thinke in times paſt, it was as rich a batie to get ſome 
Noble mans countenance, as it was foz Scoggin to get the 
Biſhops Bleſſing, that being once attained , they were both 
ſears wozth a couple of pence, - 
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Skill, But pet Captaine Pill J would not haue you fo blafs 
pheme Souldiers, noz to let flip (uch ſpeeches as might (ems 
in a ſozt to depzane Nobilitie, 

Pill. I pittie the @ouldier, and Jrenerence and extoll ho- 
nourable Mobilitie: you may ſay J ſpeake plainlie, but J pꝛo⸗ 
teft J meanehonecſlly , though my wozdes be not im bꝛodered 
with high mozalitie : J care not, it my ſpeches be plaine and 
true, they ſo much the moze reſemble their ye: and foz 
child en to be like the parents, beſides the Mid. wife will ging 
it a bleſſing, ſo it is a ligne they be legittimate: defects J know 
they cannot want, that in the pꝛocreation were bzed and 
bozne beſoze their time: fo2as J was conceined of them in 
an inſtant, ſo I was deliuercd againe in a moment: and 
theſe aboztine bzats, that are thus haſtilie bzovght into the

Pill, Moꝛdes are but a windie cheffzr , that are ſil!

Mos are like Scoggins leeneleſſe men, that he ſtill im⸗ 
ployed about ſlieueleſſe arrands; And we ſend wozds of many 
moe meſſages,then we meane to perfo2zme: wo2ds when they 
be ſpoken, are as they are taken, and my purpoſe hath not bene 
to quarrell with Souldiers:neither do I think them to be moze 
wozthy of blame, then a great many of others, that would ba 
reputed fanltleſle : Bat ſeeing J am entred into a ſpeaking 
vaine giue me leaue pet once again, a little to digreſſe from our 
martiall matters, and let me ſpend a little bzeath but foz mine 
own exerciſe, to ſpeake of ſomething it makes no matter what, 

Skill, Speate what pou liſt J will giue you the hearing, 
and pet ſtil! to chop from one matter to another, ſome will ſay 
is no god Decorum. 

Pill, It makes no matter fo2 that, let them ſay ſo ſtill,fo2 Y 
meane nok(indeed)to follow any certain o2der 02 rule ofappoin- 
ted pꝛecepts, though J knew curious heads will ſtande vpon 
Method: pet it is enough foz ſouldiozs if they can pzeferre mat- 
ter: @chollers will loke after rethozicall diſcourſe, we content 
dur ſelues with bare and naked truth. 

Aknowe there bs manie of ſo quick a wit, and ſo lius⸗ 
lie a ſpitit , that they will doe w2ong vnto nature, yea and 
to God himlelf,x they haue found out ſo many ſubtil ſubtilties, 
that are yet made moze ſubtill, by the meanes of ſabtill han- 


deling,that but with a little myſt of knowledge, they will per⸗ 
nerf, and veface knowledge it ſelfe : then they are ſo foztificy

nie of other (farting holes, as J think Vulcans tt that ſnar⸗ 
led, Mars hümſelle, wert not able to hold them,

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then what am J, whoſe knowledge is but ignozance, whols 
wit is but dull, whoſe minde is inmured in a durtie pziſon of a 
ſenſuall bodie: how would J then take vpon me (amongſt 
the friſking wits of theſe our daies) to diſcourſe of humours, io 
3 and to (ct powne the diſpofitions of the feliſh 
nultifude? 

If Heraclitus werenow lining , and ſhould take a ſuruey 
of this ſtraight of times, J wonder with what countenance he 
would loke vpon vs? I verilie thinke that where he wept but 
by fits to lee the infirmitie of thoſe times wherein he liued, be 
would now ſhead continuall teares withont ſtinting to ſe: the 
bnhappinclle ol the time now pꝛeſent. 

And J doubt againe, that if we had another Democri- 
tes amongſt vs in England, foloke vpen the conuerſation of 
all ſoztes of people, J wonder whether he woulde laugh fozioy 
in contemplating our happineſſe , ſtill ſquared out by the pꝛo⸗ 
nidence ofgodly Pzinces, 02 laugh to ſcoꝛne the pzactiſes of 
the bngodlie , that arc ſtill platting and pꝛactiſing their owns 
infelicitie?

But noi J will not giue a groate foz his conceipt that 
cannot make an Dwle an Pawke, a Jack Napes a Sherpe, 
an old Pil-hozle, a Palfrey foz a man of honour, ifhe cannot 
wozk wit like wax , fozme it into anie impzeſſion : ifhe cannot 
poulder it, perfume it, andſeaſon it to pleaſe fancies: if he cans

And who is lo (illie as not to think, but that the antiquitie of 
Pulters , is nolelfe auncient then the antiquitie of Warres, 
neither hath their bene any errour moze ſeuerely puniſhed, 
then thole abuſes in the Training and Mullering of Hou 
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This chopping and changing is but a lafe pzaciſe, and the 
Muſters in times paſt, were enermoze taken in the pzeſenre 
ol men ofiudgement, grauitis and wit; and amongſt the Ro- 
manes, they were committed to pꝛiſon, their gods confiſcate 
and folde , that would not per lonallie appeare and anſwer to 
thoir names at any time of Muſters when they were called:

Authoz to conceale his Paradoxes, and would not ſuffer them 
to be publiſhed in pꝛint ſo long as he lined , and now he is de- 
ceaſed , it were no humanitie to cauil with men that are in 
their graues: he is dead, and therefoze let him reft , and Cod 
ſend vs that be living a little moze wit, then to beleeue al which 

that ſccond Paradox would ſceme to intimate. 

But as from the beginning, the hatred and malice cfmen 
one towards another hath continually fncreaſed , ſo with 
this rage and furie , they haue not failed from time to time, 
to pzactile new inventions whereby to kill and murther, and 
to this purpoſe they haue til deuiſed weapons, cucrie one of 
moze aduantage then other, 

At the firſt befoze weapons were knowne , they avenged 
fbemſclaes with toth and naile, after they began to fight with 
Sanes and clubbes , then they loumd ont the fozning both of 
weapons and armeurs ,and from age to age,new inventions 
of ſwo2des, Jauelins, billes, pixes, andothet manual weapons 
were found out and pꝛattiſed by lundzie men at ſeueral times, 
entertaining til thoſe weapons in vle, which they ſound to be 
ol greateſt fozce and melt aduantage, 

Thus by peecc-meals they likewiſe invented ſandzie parcels 
of armour, wherewith they armed men: then they fel to ar⸗ 
ming of Chariots, Eliphants: And Horſes were likt wile ar» 
med and barded till within theſe few peares. 

Continnance of time bzought m Long bowes, Croſ- 
bots, Slings, Brakes, Darts, and ſuch ether like, and now of 
late we haue changed them all ſoz the Caliuer and Muſſcet. 

Choſe foz.nes and pzopoztions that were vſed when they had 
no other incounters but with manuall and ſwozt weapons (and 
that the hope of vietozie conſiſted in the vigoz and ſtrength of 
mens armes, and in his ſkil that could bzing moſt handes to 
fight) would de now fo little purpole , when the mightieff 
troupes and ſquadꝛons may be (od ſcomſited with the furie of

This olde Canticle, Da pacem in diebus noſtris,hath ſomes 
times bene to much imbzaced, and the bare motion and ſound 
of Peace, is ſo ſwerte and pleaſing to the feareful and faint har» 
ted, that to patch and peece it vp, they neglect and ſet aſlve all 
octaſlons, giving an enemie thoſe avuantages , that many 
times are not fo be rev@med, + 
And what conditions ſo diſhonozably and baſs, but the 
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conetous minded man(fo2 ſparing ot mor) will ſurrender dn · 
to, and all ta conclude a Peace moze doubtful and daungerous 
then the blodieft Marre. 

J will not ſay but in the time of ,perſwaſton map dos 
much, but it is beſt then to perſwade , when there is ſoꝛce to 
commaund: foz in the time of Parties and {Treaties ofpeace, 
the Conquerour and he that is of greateſt power, both rather 
giue then receine conditions, 

J acknowledge, aſſured peace, is euetmoꝛt to be imbzaced: 
but theſe coloured treaties and bad aſſurances, are both daun- 
gerous and vnp;offtable, and Pzinces haue incurred by them 
great lofle,both of time and experience. 

This dall yung out the time of ſeruice with deluding Pars 
lies, hath bene holden by timerous people to be verie poli- 
tique, but if Miſerie be reputed fo2 Policie, and paring out 
of ſeaſon be called god huſdandzie, J ſay ſtill they are ill ſpa- 
red pcnce , that doth afterwardes coſt a great many of
